T. T. Hodes is so firmly convinced 
that Monroe county can recover half a 
million dollars from the M., K. & T. 
railroad that he has offered his ser­ 
vices to the county court without a 
penny’s charge unless he recovers all 
or part of the amount be thinks due 
the treasury, says the Paris Appeal of 
yesterday. 
While rummaging among some old 
county records some weeks ago, he 
discovered an indemnity bond given 
by the M., K. & T. railroad when it 
bought the property of the old Mis­ 
souri Central, to which Monroe county 
gave a bonus of |25 0,000. 
In return for this bonus the Missouri 
Central bound iteelt to forever oper­ 
ate the road as a trunk line between 
Moberly and Hannibal. 
When the M., K. & T. bought the 
property it assumed aU its obligations 
and gave bond in the sum of half a 
million dollars for their faithful per­ 
formance. This bond is a “perpetual” 
bond, one on which recovery for viola­ 
tion can be made at any time. 
Mr. Rodes contends, and claims to 
have abundant proof, that since the 
completion of the line from Franklin 
Junction into St. Louis the Monroe 
county end of the system has been a 
mere 
branch road. 
Night 
stations 
have been abolished in all the small 
towns, and the schedule of trains so 
changed that it is impossible to come 
from stations on the St. TiOuis division 
or to reach stations on that division 
without many hours’ delay, a state of 
affairs w'hich, he asserts, never pre­ 
vails on trunk lines. 
The condition of the road-bed on 
this end, compared with that on what 
he terms the main or trunk line, is re­ 
lied upon as further evidence that the 
company treats it as a mere branch 
line. 
If these and other allegations can 
be established, and Mr. Rodes has no 
doubt of his ability to prove them, he 
is convinced that Monroe county could 
force the railroad to pay the half mil­ 
lion dollar bond it gave years ago. 
He has consulted with several prom­ 
inent lawyers, w^ho agreed with him 
that there was suflScient grounds for 
the action he has suggested to the 
court. 
As he offers to prosecute the case 
a t his own expense and take no fees 
unless he 
succeeds, 
the county, it 
would seem, has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by taking the m at­ 
ter into the courts. 
Half a million dollars would be q uite 
an addition to our road and bridge 
fund just now\

It is alleged that John A. Stewart, 
chairman of the democratic central 
committee of Boone county, member 
of the state central committee, who 
owned the lot selected by the govern­ 
ment agent, bribed the agent of the 
trea.sury department to select his lot. 
.lames W. Schwabe, chairman of the

perfect the deal. 
After the investigation began it was 
discovered that the records of the 
deed to the lot purchased had been al­ 
tered, and erasures made.

HE BLAMES HEATH 


Bristow Testifies In Postoffice 
investigation. 


SOME LIGHT ON CLERK HIRE 


Says it W a s Heath’s Duty to Pass on 
All Increases— Heath Should 
Have Investigated. 


Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Bristow 111 testify ing before the 
house special committee on the post- 
office report y esterday claimed for 
himself responsibility for only 
the 
first seven pages of the report, which 
was sent to the postoftlce committee, 
and said the other portions of the doc­ 
ument were the work of other officials 
of the department. 
The clerk hire section, he said, was 
prepared iu the office of the first as­ 
sistant postmaster general, and that 
part relating to leases by inspectors 
and others in his own department. 
Mr. Bristow’s testimony throws con­ 
siderable light on all phases of the 
inquiry . 
He practically cleared mem­ 
bers of congress from wrong-doing 
touching the clerk hire section of the 
report by stating that it was the duty 
of the first assistant’s office to ascer­ 
tain the condition of the work in an 
office where an increase had been rec­ 
ommended. 
Mr. Bristow was asked [lartieularly 
as to how the committee was to get 
possession of certain of the confiden­ 
tial ex hibits connected with his re­ 
port on the postoffice investigatiorf. 
These ex hibits have been ke])t secret 
because of their bearing on pending 
prosecutions. They were used in mak­ 
ing up the report touching members 
that was submitted to the house. Mr. 
Bristow' told the committee the re 
ports w'ould be submitted to it for con­ 
fidential inspection. 
In regard to tbe secret methods 
used by the department to ascertain 
the amount of clerk hire to which au 
office was entitled, Mr. Bristow said 
he had asked First Assistant Postmas­ 
ter General Wy nne about this, 
and 
Mr. Wy nne had said that the method 
was not made known to the public, 
but if a member of congress made in­ 
quiry he w'as showui the method.
